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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed December 18, 2007 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Examiner acknowledges amended claim 1 . 

3. Examiner acknowledges cancelled claims 3 and 5. 

4 . Examiner acknowledges newly added claims 11-12. 

5. The rejection of claims 1-2, 4, 6-7 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosokawa et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,534,199 is overcome by applicant's amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 is rendered indefinite because compounds HI to H-9 
are not commensurate in scope with chemical formula (2) which defines the compounds. X is 
defined as being selected from the group consisting of anthracene and pyrene. However, 
compounds H-l to H-9 have X being represented by naphthalene. 

8. Claims 1 1-12 are allowed. The prior art does not provide for the recited 
electroluminescence device comprising a light emitting layer that contains a green luminescent 
material represented by chemical formula 1 and a host material represented by chemical formula 
2 with the substituents on chemical formula 1 are listed in present claim 1 1 . 
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Response to Arguments
